THE CIVIC GUARDS. 
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OPPOSITION ATTACK ALL 
ALONG THE LINE. 
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LABOUR MEMBERS’ SPIRITED 
. DEFENCE OF THE FORCE. 
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In Dail Eireann yesterday a long debate, 
which was still in progress when the 
House rose, centred around the vote for 
the salaries and expenses of the Civic 
(juards, which, the Minister for Justice 
stated, showed an increase of £83,580, 
mainly due to the automatic increases of 
increments to members of the force. 

Figures quoted by the Minister showed 
that the total strength of the force was 
7910, as compared with 9,070 members of 
‘he Royal Irish Constabulary. Civic 
Guard stations numbered 840, as against 
1.129 Royal Irish Constabulary stations 
in 1914. 

Labour spoke highly of the Guards and 

the manner in which they performed their 
duties, and there were even some mild 
tributes to the force from a few members 
of the Opposition, but for the most part 
Fianna Fail speakers revealed a distinct 
hias against the force, and a ineradicable 
tendency to suspect them of political 
machinations. 
The Opposition’s allegations against the 
Guards were characterised. by a Govern- 
ment supporter as “wild statements,”’ and 
hy an Independent member as “ fairy 
stories from a Sunday newspaper.” 

On the motion of President Cosgrave a 
resolution was agreed to, appointing a 
Select Committee to inquire if the Local 
\uthorities (Officers and Employés) Act, 
1996, required amendment. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Finance replied in detail to 
criticisms levelled at the Office of Public 
Works, and the estimate for that depart- 
ment was carried by 80 votes to 53.

On a vote of £483,373 for the salaries and 
expcnses of the Civic Guard, 

\ir. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that the total vote . was 


 £1,588,373, an increase of £83,580 over last 


year. The main reason for the increase was 
the automatic increases in annual payments of 
increments to the members of the force. The 
Guards entered the force at a certain rate 
of pay, and, according as their years of 
service increased their pay increased. The 
increase would have been much larger had it 
not been for the fact that they were able 
this year to diminish the number of sergeants 
by 62 and substitute them by Guards. 

“The total strength of the force was 7,210, 
including . the. Dublin Metropelitane Force. 
There were 1,210 in the D.M.P. and 6,000 in 
the rest-of the a In 1914 in the Royal 
Irish Constabulary there were 1,211 in the 
D.M.P. and 7,859 in the rest of the og I 
a total of 9,070. It would thus be seen that 
while the number in the D.M.P. was much 
the same there was a big decrease in the 
number in the rest of the country. The 
Guards in the Dublin Metropolitan Division

25 per cent, as compared with the Royal Irish 
Constabulary. Exclusive of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Division the number of stations 
had + been considerably reduced as com- 
pared with those of the Royal Irish Con- 
ag The Guards stations now num- 
bered 840, as against 1,129 as Irish Con- 
stabulary stations in 1914. Ithough there 
was such a reduction in the number of Guards 
as compared with the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary, they had much harder work to do in 
correction with many legislative measures. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Borough) drew 


‘the attention of the Deputy-Speaker (Mr. 


Morrissey) (Lab., Tipperary) to the fact that 
there were only four members of the Govern- 
ment Party in the House, and said that was 
not very complimentary to the Minister. 

Mr. FRENCH (F.F., Cork Borough) sup- 
ported Mr. Anthony, and suggested that 
there should be a count. 

THE TEMPTATION OF MR. ANTHONY. 

The DEPUTY-SPEAKER, after a pause. 
said that he was satisfied that there were 
twenty members. present. 

As the Minister was about to proceed some 
of the .members of the Fianna Fail and 
Labour Parties left the House. 

Mr. ANTHONY again pointed out that 
there were only four members of the Go- 
vernment Party in the House. 

Mr. BATT. O’CONNOR (Govt., Dubiin) 
informed the Deputy Speaker that he had 
heard Deputy Anthony tell some members 
of his party to leave the House. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) (to the 
Deputy Speaker)—Did you, ‘sir, hear Deputy 
Anthony tell mgmbers to leave? 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER replied in the 
negative. 

Mr. ANTHONY was continuing to draw 
attention te the absence of members of -the 
Government Party, when 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER said that Mr. 
Anthony must not continue his interruptions. 

Mr. ANTHONY continued to speak, and 

Deputy Speaker exclaimed sharply— 

Deputy Anthony must obey the Chair; he 
must sit down and not interrupt.” . 

Mr. ANTHONY-—I accept your ruling, of 

I sir, but the Government Party are 

showing .;much respect to their own 

Minister. ; 

J..J., BYRNE (Govt., Dublin)—Is 
Deputy Anthony responsible for the conduct 
of the Government Party? 

Mr. ANTHONY—lI am not responsible for 
yours any way. 

Several members of the Government Party 
then entered the Chamber, and the Minister 
continued his «speech. ; 

My. FITZGERALD KENNEY said that 

ie members opposite seemed to be taking a 
very potential interest in seeing that as many 
members as possible should hear his remarks. 
There was, he continued, a substantial in- 
crease in vegard to rent allowances, the ex- 
planation being that a greater number of 
Guards were getting married, and where 
there was not accommodation in the barracks 
rent allowanée Was made. 


LABOUR TRIBUTE TO GUARDS. 

Mr. ANTHONY paid a tribute to the 
officers and men of the Civic Guard, who 
had justified themselves before the public, 
and won the encomiums of many people and 
the police authorities of other countries. He 
directed the attention of the Minister to the 
fact that in matty of the barracks of the 
(iuards the bedding, bedsteads, and most of 
the furniture were of English or foreign 
manufacture. That was a state of affairs 
the Minister should consider, and he should 
see to it that, even though there might be a 
slight difference in cost, the bedding and fur- 
nishing of Guards’ barracks should be of Irish 
material. Suits of clothes for the Guards 
had been imtported—not with the knowledge 
of the Guards. The Minister for Justice, 
in administering. this branch of his Depart. 
ment, in so far &s control of and connection 
with the Guards was concerned, had called 
forth not a single complaint in the City of 
Cork. He (Mr. ‘Anthony) had great pleasure 
In supporting the vote. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE 1F.F., Mayo, N.) sard 
that it was only necessary to go into some 
detail to see how unfavourably present condi- 
tions compared with the old Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary. The cost ner head of police in this 
country was 10s. In New South Wales ‘t 
was 5s. 81d, The Minister for Justice could 
refer tov no eountry to make a favourable 
comparison with, the Irish Free State. He 
thought it outrageous that, in coming forward 
with an estimate such as that, there were no 
pooner given as to the need of such a 
orce, based on the crimes committed in the 
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country. The police rate of Dublin had been 

reduced a penny in the pound, and the 

Commissioners were able to show economy, 

because the Central Fund was bearing a 

charge of £6,000 which should be borne by 
ity of Dublin. 

The NISTER FOR JUSTICE informed 
the deputy that the reduction of a penny was 
not made by the Commissioners, but had beea 
done by statute. 

ATTACK ON THE “-C.I.np.” 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE said that he hoped the 
Minister would give some idea as to the 
reasons existing ior keeping the force at its 
present strength, especially in regard to an 
adjunct of that force known as the *‘ C.I.D.,’’ 
which might be useful from the Government 
point of view. Apparently all the efforts, or 
alleged efforts, made to keep that force in 
some control had not succeeded. Within the 
last three days a man going along O'Connell 
street was set u one of those 
individuals—he would not call them men— 
and dragged along the street to Pearse street 
Station. He was kept there for three hours 
and then released. That man’s name was 
Michael Noonan. 

He would also like to know whether the 
Minister took notice of Court cases in 
which the District Justice said that he 
did not believe one word of the evidence 
of the Guard and dismissed the cases: 
In that connection he had a particular case 
in mind where a District Justice said that 
he did not believe one word the sergeant of 
the guard swore, but that sergeant was still 
there, and though he might be very useful 
for the local Cumann na nGaedheal organisa- 
tion, it would be for the benefit of the 
Ministry of Justice that he was not retained 
a member of the Guard. He hoped that the 
Minister would deal with that matter in his 


“ey: 

' There were also instances of Civic Guards 
attacking their own barracks, but these were 
not so common as they were some time ago. 

In previous debates Deputy Heffernan, now 
a Parliamentary Secretary, had’ made the 
point that the Government should consider 
seriously a reduction of strength in the police 
force, and, in fact, moved a reduction of 
£400,000 in the estimate. He did not know 
exactly whether Deputy Heffernan was now 
in the inner circle or simply knocking at the 
door, but he hoped that he was using his 
influence to get some reasonable reduction 
put into effect, and also trying to impress 
that the Civic Guard force should be reduced 
as he at one time urged by thirty per cent. 
At that time also Deputy Gorey had urged 
substantial reductions in the pay of the higher 
officers of the Guards, but whether a change 
in position had made for a change in views 
he did not know. 

LABOUR WARNS MR. RUTTLEDGE. 

Mr. DAVIN said that he was not surprised 
at Deputy Ruttledge describing the police 
force as redundant, or unnecessary, but the 
deputy went further and suggested that the 
force was either political or semi-political. 
That, said Deputy Davin, was a dangerous 
doctrine to preach, and if Deputy Ruttledge 
one day became Minister for Justice he would 
— the seriousness of a statement of that 

ind. 

So far as he was concerned he thought that 
the Minister for Justice, the Chief Commis- 
sioner, and the heads of the Civic Guard 
were entitled to be complimented upon the 

neral conduct of the force, and the fair and 
impartial manner in which they carried out 
their duties throughout the country. The 
citing of one particular case showing that a 
sergeant or a member of the Garda bad done 
something unusual and to merit condemna- 
tion was no reason for condemning the whole 
force. | 

Mr. LEMASS—How many cases does the 
deputy want produced to show that there is 
something wrong? 

Mr. DAVIN—I would much prefer, for the 
saíety and security of the State, that if there 
were such cases they would be given to the 
Minister to inquire into, and an opportunity 
to view the merits of any particular case. 

He added that if Mr. Ruttledge were 
Minister for Justice he would probably have 
to face criticism of the same kind. Kvery- 
body knew that the police force was not 
redundant, in view of the particular circum- 
stances in which the State was established, 
and the Government of the country was estab- 
lished. There had to be some force to see 
that people who otherwise would abuse the 
law would have to be made respect it, and 
that position would be just the same when 
Deputy Ruttledge came into power as it was 
that day. : 

THE HEIGHT OF PATRIOTISM. 

For the last sixty or a hundred years the 
ordinary man had been encouraged to believe 
that real patriotism depended on challenging 
the law. They were being lifted out of that 
State gradually, but they could not all 
become saints in a year, or a day. 

With reference to the general work of the 
Guards, he would like to see a little more 
activity in regard to the enforcement of the 
Food and Drugs Act. In connection with 
the recent report of the Traffic Commission, 
he disagreed with the recommendations to 
abolish the speed limit of motor cars, in so 
far as that it meant that every policeman was 
to be the judge of what dangerous driving 
was or was not, and he asked if before the 
Deputy Commissioner had made such recom- 
mendation he had consulted with the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

There had been a rumour that a sub-com- 
mittee was sitting to consider the question of 
a further reduction in the pay of the Guards. 
He wished the Minister would make it clear 
that there was to be no attempt at a reduc- 
tion in the pay of the ordinary Guard, for it 
might lead to more resignations of some of 
the older members of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police. 

He asked what instructions, if any, had 
been issued to Superintendents in regard to 
the abolition of redundant publichouses, 
because in the Courts there had been an 
extraordinary conflict in the reasons given 
for applications for abolition. He would also 
like to know if a general instruction had 
been issued that motor “buses travelling over 
twenty miles an hour should not be prose- 
cuted. If that were so, it was ignoring the 
law as it existed. 

On the position generally he was quite 
satisfied that the police force was well con- 
ducted, and certainly that its work, so far 
as he could gather, was approved by. the 
citizens of the State. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
it was misleading the House to concentrate 
upon numbers and avoid the question of cost, 
as the policing of twenty-six counties was 
costing over £100,000 more than it had done 
for thirty-two counties. He maintained that 
the police at present were being used for 
semi-political purposes, and to concentrate 
attention on the activity of a certain section 
of the community. 

MR. LITTLE, PACIFIST. . 

That attention might be necessary in a 
country where there was a section going to 
disturb the condition of the State, but he 
submitted there was no such need in this 
country, though if Ireland were completely 
Republican to-morrow it might be necessary 
to have a secret service. 

Mr. LITTLE went on to refer to the figures 
quoted by the Minister as regards the reduc- 
tion in the number of stations for Guards in 
the country, and said that was not any 
criterion, because that figure did not give 
the cost of those stations to-day. According 
to the figures obtainable in 1911, the cost of 
the Royal Lrish Constabulary per head of the 
population was 6s. 4d., while the cost of the 
Civic Guards at present could not be less 
than 10s, per head of the population. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Independent, Dublin 
University) said tnat on the question of the 
regulation of motor traffic he desired to con- 
gratulate the Minister for Justice on the 
courtesy and capacity being displayed by the 
Civic Guards. | 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Government, Dublin 
N.) called attention to the number of street 
accidents happening on the North «ide of the 
cityg and urged that greater supervision 
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should be maintained by the Guards over

‘Mr. CLEARY (F.F., Mayo, North), speak- 
ing in Irish, eaid a id i E harm was 
done in some o e Irish-speaking 
districts by Guards who knew Irish .

He did not me the entire 
Civic Guards for that, and he su that 
the Minister, or the higher o of the 


Civic Guard, should indicate to the Guards 


concerned that a change in this matter was 
desirable. 

Mr. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) sug- 
gested that remote districts between large 
centres of ulation should be controlled by 
motor cyclist police. This would be less 
expensive than building barracks where 
the old Royal Irish Constabulary had 
been. With regard to the ‘‘C.I.D.,” he said 
that there were men in that force who should 
not be retained there. He mentioned a case 
where two members of the ‘C.I.D,” 
terrorised a postmistress in County Water- 
ford by methods which ‘‘ resembied black and 
tannism in excelsis.’’ This woman had no 
connection with any political organisation, 
and thought that they had come to examine 
the Post Office books. In the interests of the 
force such men should be got rid of. Generally 
speaking, he found the police courteous and 
careful. 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin South) said 
that so far as Dublin was concerned, they 
in Dublin were more fortunate than other 
parts of the twenty-six counties. In other 
respects, they were not so fortunate. For 
the ordinary police force he had uothing but 
praise. On the other hand, they had the 
equivalent of the old ‘‘G’’ Division, some- 
times called the “CLD.” Many of these 
were definitely the remainder of the political 
organisation taken into the force for political 
work. They never had any training that 
would enable them to hold their present posi- 
tions. They should be drafted into the 
ordinary uniformed police force, and then 
transferred to the detéctive force. 

Mr. SHEEHY (Govt., Cork W.) described 
the Guards as a pillar of the State, and said 
that they had shown their impartiality in 
two general elections. 


MAJOR CRIMINALS 
UNPUNISHED. 


FIANNA FAIL THEORY OF 
HIGH INFLUENCE. 


Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin. N.) said that 
the Minister had compared the Guards with 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, but the latter 
were not a police force as such. They were 
merely the active service unit of the British 
Army of Occupation. 

The position with regard to the general 
duties of the Guards was that they were glad 
of anything happening in the smallest village, 
so as to prevent them growing fat and to 
demonstrate some duties to justify the ex- 
penditure on them. In truth, it was because 
they had too many police in the country that 
the people had not got the right mentality 
towards the suppression of crime. 

He believed that the police were adequately 
paid, and that the force was not in existence 
solely to attend village dances and wear dress 
suits, but to ensure that any person who 
wanted to disobey the laws of that assembly 
would get what was coming to him: The 
Guards had been successful in the detection 
and suppression of minor crimes, but unsuc- 
cessful us regards major crimes—but, perhaps, 
in the latter case they had to submit to 
circumstances not altogether under ‘their con- 
trol. Altogether, they were reasonably 
efficient as a police force, but one was forced 
to the conclusion that there was not enough 
work to justify their numbers. 

He realised that it was a dangerous doc- 
trine to preach that the. Guards were a semi- 
political force, but it was much more 
dangerous to suppress the fact that they did 
act as an election machine for the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Party at the last election, and 
interfered with the political activities of the 
Fianna Fail Party. These tendencies of the 
force were not corrected by the attitude the 
Minister adopted towards them.in the Dail. 
Rather had the attitude of the Government not 
tended to achieve what they professed they 
wanted to achieve, namely the establishment 
of a non-political force, and as a result they 
had established in the minds of those people 
an idea that their duty at all times was to 
assist members of Cumann na nGaedheal in 
any matters they might be engaged in. 

A MINISTER’S GRATITUDE. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that he had got most valuable assistance 
from members of the Civic Guards in so far 
as through their presence he was able to 
address public meetings. 

Mr. LEMASS—Was it the fault of the 
Fianna Fail Party if the Minister was un- 
gi cont 

r, HOGAN—It does not matter whose 
fault 1t was, but I am entitled to meet the 
publie and to speak and to he heard. 

Mr. LEMASS— ven if the people do not 
want to hear you? 

Mr. HOGAN— That is a quibble. 

Mr. HOGAN went on to say that there 
were deliberate attempts to prevent him 
speaking by various methods known very 
well to the Deputy. The right of free speech 
was very valuable, and should not be in- 
fringed by any party. He did not believe 
that any Deputy on the opposite benches 
could get up and say that he had been pre- 
vented saying what he had to say to the 
people. Surely it was the duty of the Civic 
Guard-or any police to see that a man un- 
armed had the right to get on a platform and 
say what he had to.say. That was the only 
assistance he ever pot, and if the Guards 
dia not give him that assistance they would 
not be doing their duty as a police force. 
The Deputies opposite weli knew that there 
was a definite attempt made to 
Trevent certain speakers speaking and 
putting their points of view he- 
fore the country, and it was the 
duty of any police force to see that any man 
in the country had the right to say his say 
and a right to address a meeting. 

Mr. KENNEDY (F.F., Longford-West- 
meath)—Is the Minister aware that a Super- 
intendent of the Guards in the Midlands 
spent a fortnight before the last election 
addressing envelopes in the Cumann na 
nGaedheal rooms, and put his car at their 
disposal on election day ” 

Mr. HOGAN--I am not awere of it. Un- 
doubtedly you will find in any country, and 
especially in a country like this, zealots on 
both sides. 

He went on to say that he had been chal- 
lenged in regard to the functions of the 
Civic Guard and the Army. He would ex- 
plain that to deputies opposite. One func- 
tion of the Army was to see that people had 
a right to do wrong. One function, and 
the most important function, of the Civic 
Guards was to see that the people had a right 
to do right. That was the distinction. In 
his reference to the Army he had accepted 
the views of the high military authorities, 
such as Deputy Hugo Flinn, as to the in- 
capability of their Army beating the Germans 
or English, only to point out that at least 
their Army was capable of seeing that the 
people had a right to do wrong. 


DISFRANCHISING ELECTORS. 

Mr, M. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) com- 
pe that the police had disfranchised 
vundreds of Fianna Fail voters. They had 
torn down Fianna Fail posters all over the 
country, and he could come to no other 
conclusion than that they were a semi-polli- 
tical body. 

Mr. 8. HOLT (F,F., Leitrim-Sligo) said 
that the only reason for such a large body of 
Guards was to give jobs to the hangers-on of 
the Government Party. The officers alone cost 
a total of £114,161 in salaries and allowances. 
In all, the Civic Guard cost the country— 
the twenty-six counties—-£1,957,378. Every 
member of the Civic Guard cost the country 
a sum of £265 4s, 2d., and they had one 
policeman for every 412 of the population. 
His party did not thing these men were 
all necessary. They had in the town of 
Carrick-on-Shannon some ten or eleven Civic 
Guards, but they did not know what they 
were doing. As far as he could see, all the 
police work they did could be done by the 
sexton of the chapel, who could ring the 
bell if he wanted assistance. 

Mr. B. MAGUIRE (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) 
objected to the vote on the ground that the 
amount was in excess of the actual require- 
ments of the State. A police force was 
necessary in this country, and he realised 
that they had in the Civic Guards honest, 
sincere young- men, but they found them- 
selves under officers who had taken a certain 
definite action in regard to politics in this 
country, officers who had gone to the extent 
of assaulting citizens of the State—which 
had been condoned by their superior officers 
of the highest rank, and by the Minister, 
who condoned these actions in the House 
by stating that these cases should be brought 


into court in a country which was terrorised | 


by the Civic Guards. 

Mr. JASPER. WOLFE (Ind., Cork W.) 
said that it was extraordinary to hear the 
Fianna Fail deputies demanding a reduction 
of the Guards. Who was responsible for 
the state of affairs that existed in this 
rountry since 1922, which made necessary 
such a large force of police? 
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sibility did not lie with the Government | 
Party. Now Fianna Fail wanted to 
et back to the freedom they had 
E 1922 when there were ho Civic Guards 
The Civic Guards were accused of bias. Mr. 
Lemass. accused them of the horrible crime 
of wearing dress suits—on information he 
obtained from a Sunday news r, where 
apparently he also got his stories of asaults 
by G s on civilians. No one should pay 
any attention to fairy etories from such 
tainted sources. 

“WILD STATEMENTS.” 

Mr. GOREY (Govt., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that during all the years that the Civic Guard 
had been recruited he had never known one 
instance of the people living in terror of the 
force. Either Deputy Maguire’s statement 
was untrue or the people in Co. Leitrim were 
of such a peculiar type that they deserved «ll 
they got. gBut nobody believed these wild 
statements” He persorally believed that the 
Civic Guard were paid a wage in excess vf 
what the average citizen could afford, but 
he would also point out that the police in 
Northern ireland xi and in England were paid 
at a higher rate. In addition, the police in 
those countries. had the assistance of every 
civihan. In that respect he could give no 
more striking illustration than the action of 
workmen, carters and labourers when Sir 
Henry Wilson was shot down. The 
action of those mei on that occasion was 
a lesson in citizenship. He did not approve 
of the shooting, but what struck him as some- 


ship displayed by those men in seeing that 
the law was upheld. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) asked what 
instructions were given to the Guards in 
connection with the Licensing Act, 1927, and 
mentioned a case in which, he said, a refer 
ence order was applied for in the case of a 
woman trader, not because she had been 
guilty of a breach of the Act, but because she 
did not stock Bass s ale, 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork E.) said that the 
Civic Guard provided work for legal gentle- 
men by lovking up old Acts of Parliament. 
He was once arrested by the Civic Guard. 

The SPEAKER—When was that? 

Mr. CORRY—In 1926. 

The SPEAKER—The money in connection 
with that.will not come out of this estimate. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. T. MURPHY (Lab., Cork W.) said 
that the Guards were doing their work as 
well as could be done under the circum- 
stances, and maintained that there should be 
no further reduction in their salaries, as there 
had been a considerable reduction some short 
time ago. In regard to the attitude of 
Guards during elections, his experience was 
that they were scrupulously impartial, and 
he had got nothing but kindness from them. 

In 1922 he -had a very far different experi- 
ence with the organisation than acting as 

olice force, for their free conversation 
had been about the number of times 
they themselves had voted in the polling 
booths in which they were acting as police 
in that election. These were experiences they 
should all be glad to be rid of, and glad to 
have an impartial force prepared to serve 
under an overnment the country might 
choose. He had never seen the slightest sign 
of bias or terrorism on the part of the Guards 
towards any section of the people. 


IN DEFENCE OF LEITRIM. 

Mr. DOLAN (Leitrim-Sligo), Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce, repudiated the suggestion that 
Leitrim was not a law-abiding county. Every 
person of any responsibility who stood for 
peace and decent government recognised that 
in the difficult circumstances under which 
they were recruited a wonderful transfor- 
mation had been worked by the Guards in 
that county. There had been an epidemic of 
‘‘hold-ups ” at fairs, but, owing to the im- 
partial administration in the county, there 
were now no such “‘ hold-ups.”’ 

It was because the majority will of the 
people had been challenged up to very recent 
times that there had to be an abnormal 
number of Guards in the country, and it was 
ridiculous for any Deputy to pretend that 
he did not know that to be the fact. 

When the Minister for Justice was about 
to make the concluding speech of the debate, 

Mr. MacENTEE said that as the Minister 
had not moved the Vote, and as they were 
in Committee, Deputies should be allowed to 
speak after the Minister. 

The SPEAKER pointed out that it was a 
matter of practice that when the Minister 
made his speech jn reply the debate was con- 
cluded. 

Mr. FLINN said that under Standing 
Orders there was only one procedure for 
closing a debate, and he suggested that there 
was no machinery to enable a Minister to 
conclude except the consent of the House. 

The SPEAKER said that a debate on a 
particular estimate must be concluded on 
some point, and allowing Deputies to speak 
after the Minister would mean restarting the 
debate all over again. 

President COSGRAVE said that something 
like sixty hours had been spent on estimates 
up to the present, and all the estimates re- 
quired to be passed before the lst December. 
He recommended that to the serious con- 
sideration of Deputies, as forty more esti- 
mates had to be dealt with. 

At this stage progress was reported.

President COSGRAVE moved :—‘' That a 
Select Committee, consisting of eleven 
deputies, to be nominated by the Committee 
of Selection, be appointed to inquire and 
report whether, having regard to the experi 
ence gained in the working of the Local 
Authorities (Officers and Employés) Act, 
1926, any amendment of that Act is desir- 
able.”' fle said that the motion was being 
introduced as the result of an undertaking 
given last summer to Deputy O’Connell, when 
the Government stated that they were pre- 
pared to meet Deputy O'Connell to a certain 
extent! in the matter. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare)—Is the 
President still determined not to allow papers 
and other necessary documents to be sent for 
by the Committee? 

‘President COSGRAVE said that, as he had 
explained before, the Government had re- 
ceived certain confidential documents, and 
they proposed to respect that confidence. 
They were not going to break any confidences 
as a result. of this motion. Did the deputy 
recommend that they should do so? 

Mr. DE VALERA—No; bat I do not see 
how far this Committee is going to get when 
the necessary documents are not available. 

The motion was agreed to.

The debate on the estimate for. the Office 
of Public Works was resumed. 

Mr. MAGUIRE (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) said 
that if certain drainage schemes could be 
undertaken by farmers during the slack 
season the country would benefit. Until the 
Board of Works was remodelled to meet the 
present position in the country it was not a 
useful asset. 

Mr. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford), refer- 
ring to the need for more attention to ancient 
monuments not of stone, said that very valu- 
able relics had been discovered in Ireland, 
and steps should be taken to see that 
strangers did not come along and take them 


away. 

Mr. BRODERICK (Govt., Galway) said 
that, in the matter of school improvement, 
the Board of Works had done good work. 
With regard to drainage, he said that the 
Corrib had been a source of great trouble in 
Galway, and, beyond the fact that reports 
were sent to the Board of Works, nothing 
seemed to be done. 

Mr. AIRD (Govt., Leix-Offaly) asked when 
there would be any attempt made to proceed 
with the various schemes which had been 
approved by the Leix County Council. He 
noticed that £75,000 had been allocated to 
the Barrow Drainage, and he would like to 
know how much money would be spent on the 
work between now and next March. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Lab., Tipperary) said 
that the Parliamentary Secretary had given 
as the chief reason for the failure to carry 
éut schemes the greatly increased cost of 
labour. He (Deputy Morrissey) would like 
the House te know that in his county the 
wages paid by the Board of Works were be- 
tween 24s. and 30s. a week, and, owing to 
the operation of broken time, the men some 
weeks did not earn more than five or ten 
shillings. That was not a standard of wages 
that should be paid by any public 
department.

Mr. F. CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) asked 
the Minister for Lands and Fisheries if he 
was prepared to have an inquiry into the 
circumsances governing the recent election 
to the ot of Conservators at Bally- 
shannon on the ground that it was allege 
that licences were taken out by men who 
were not bona fide fishermen! for the purpose 
of outvoting the bona fide licenséd fishermen ‘ 

Mr. LYNCH referred the Deeay to the 
reply which he gave on the subject on the 
25th ult. 

Mr. CARNEY asked if it was true, as re- 
ported, that the Minister intended to intro- 
duce a bill to prevent such illegalities as 
were alleged to have occurred. 

Mr. LYNCH said that he had not seen 
the report in question, but, in fact, as a re- 
sult of numerous complaints from many dis- 
tricts of cases of illegalities, his Department 
was contemplating bringing in a bill to pre- 
vent such abuses. 

Mr. CARNEY asked if the Minister in- 
tended to*take any action in the Bally- 
shannon case. 

Mr. LYNCH replied that his functions 
ended when he had made the regulations in 
connection with the elections. His Depart- 
ment did not act as a court. 

Mr. CARNEY—Are we to take it that the 
status quo will remain until the next election 
tu this Board? 

Mr. LYNCH—Yes, unless some aggrieved 
person chooses, to take the . necessary legal 
steps to have the election upset. 

Mr. CARNEY—lIs it not the 
business to do so?

River Suck, where £16,000 had been 
expended, and said that there had heen 
faulty engineering in connection with it, as a 
result of which lands were being flooded. 

Mr. REYNOLDS (Govt., Leitrim-Sligo) 
urged the need for expending more money on 
school buildings in his constituency. 

Mr. F. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that, in 
considering whether a drainage scheme was 
economic or not, they must take into con- 
sideration not only the effect on the land re- 
lieved, but the iniluence on the health of the 
people in the surrounding areas. He wanted 
to have a definite statement as to whether 
there was any intention on the part of the 
Government to proceed with the Ccerrib 
drainage scheme, and, if so, when jit was 
intended to make a start. Pending the start- 
ing of the main scheme, it was possible to 
give partial relief. Moneys at present ex- 
pended in the area on maintenance work were 
not sufficient, and the position was gradually 
growing worse. If partial schemes were to 
be undertaken an attempt should be made to 
provide a better outlet for the water. near 
Galway City. 

Mr. P. GORRY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) pleaded 
for the extension of the old system of loans 
to help small farmers, and others who 
would not come under the operation of 
the Housing Acts. There were more 
insanitary houses amongst farmers of from 
£10 to £15 valuation than amongst any other 
section of the people 

Mr. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) said that 
what the Wexford County Council complained 
of was that the Board of Works carried out 
their schemes without letting the Council 
know what works were about to be under- 
taken. 


REPLY TO CRITICISMS. 


Mr. J. BURKE, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry for Finance, said that Mr. 
MacEntee had quoted figures that were 
wholly fantastic. The custom of their archi- 
tects doing work for private individuals had 
been handed down from the time of the 
British. At present the Government were 
discouraging that custom, although there 
was no technical rule against it. The sums 
paid for architectural work were lower than 
the figures quoted by Mr. MacEntee, and the 
Department was convinced that the engineers 
were giving excellent value for their pay. 
The Government were well satisfied with the 
work the engineers were doing. 

In regard to the rebuilding of the Custom 
House, it was originally thought that the 
work would cost £600,000—the original esti- 
mate ‘was £700,000—and the work wac 
actually carried out for £260,000. Their 
engineers did not adhere to the original idea 
of reconstructing the building from the 
ground floor. Instead of that they allowed 
as much as possible of the old walls to stand. 

In regard to Deputy Davin’s criticism of 
over-estimating bv the Board of Works. Mr. 
Burke said that this year it would be found 
that they had not qxhausted the vote, because 
the estimates were not passed in time, and 
they had no power to commit the Government 
to the expenditure. No matter what they 
did there would always be looseness in esti- 
mating for this Department, but he wor age 
that in future, when they were more familiar 
with the carrying out of the various works, 
they would be able to estimate much more 
closely than they had been doing. The staffs, 
he asserted, were not unduly large. 


LAND IMPROVEMENT LOANS. 

With reference to Deputy Davin's state: 
ment as to land improvement loans, Mr. 
Burke said that these was no definite policy 
on the subject at’ the moment. He under- 
stood that it had been mooted that portion 
of these services should be taken over by the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, but nothing 
definite had yet been decided on the subject. 

Concerning the housing of the Civic Guards, 
Mr. Burke said that it was the RS of the 
Board oí Works to avoid capital expenditure 
as far as possible, and where they could rent 
or purchase a house at a reasonable bhé 
they were always disposed to do so. ere 
had been some criticism of the amounts to be 
expended on Civic Guard barracks, and 
Deputy Corry had said that the amounts 
were extravagant, but when it was realised 
that the number of barracks required outside 
the Metropolitan area was , while the 
number in pre-Treaty days was over 1,000, 
it would be realised that there was no ex- 
travagance.

ontinuing, Mr. Burke said that the best 
way to preserve the ancient monuments in 
the country was to inculcate a feeling of 
interest in them in the minds of the genera! 
public. In other countries it had been found 
almost impossible for the Government to do 
very ee in the way of protecting such 
monuments, unless there was a lively public 
opinion supporting the Government in their 
efforts. The department had at present a 
bill in ‘contemplation, in the drafting of 
which some difficulty was experienced in 
respect of a proper formula to cover the 
smaller objects. The department was ex- 
tremely anxious to be in a position to protect 
all these objects of historical and archwo- 
logical interest in the country. 

DRAINAGE SCHEMES. 

He could not understand the criticism that 
the cost of that department was increasing 
annually. A cursory examination of the 
estimates would show that in fact they were 
going down. There was not the slightest 
doubt. in his mind as to when a drainage 
scheme was economic. A scheme was economic 
if the annual payments of landowriers for 
interest and sinking fund and the further 
payments necessary for maintenance did 
not total as much as the value of the 
imprc«vements that would accrue from the 
scheme. The Government did not expect every 
scheme to be economic, In fact, very few of 
them were economic. For that reason the 
Government had come forward with very 
liberal grants; so liberal that if the public 
were to avail of them to the extent the 
Government anticipated it would probably be 
necessary to reduce the amounts of the 
grants. The Government was willing to give 
a free grant of 35 1-3 per cent. of the total 
cost of the work, and above that they were 
prepared, if the county councils would con- 
tribute, to contribute pound for pound with 
the county councils up to 50 per cent. of the 
cost. Up to the present time the Department 
of Finance had never turned down an applica- 
tion where county councils were prepared to 
meet their offer to pay pound for pound to 
them. The refusals came from the county 
councils or from the landowners concerned. 
It was not true to say that the Government 
turned down any scheme, except in one or 
two instances, where the scheme suggested 
was manifestly uneconomic and. where the 
yovernment had not undertaken the often 
heavy preliminary expenses in preparing a 
scheme which they knew would be turned 
down the landowners. 

Mr. MacENTEE asked if they were to 
understand that the Parliamentary Secretary 
admitted that it was a practice among 
members of his permnent staff to carry out 
private work for private individuals, Was 
that done with his cognisance and consent. 
Ii so, what guarantee had he that this work 
was not done during office hours. Was he 
aware that it was the usual practice in the 
city to carry out building operations between 
8.30 a.m. and 5.30 p.m., and how could a 


man who carried out eight contracts for one 


contractor—three of which were obviously 
carried on simultaneously—prepare those 
plans and supervise the work outside his 
office hours. He asked for a further state- 
ment from the Parliamentary Secretary. He 
thought that before passing the vote the 
House was entitled to have the fullest 
possible information on these points. 
OFFICIALS’ PRIVATE WORK. 

Mr, BURKE said that he could not reply 
wae ee to all Mr. MacEntee’s questions, 
but if that deputy would put the charges 
and the names of the individuals on paper 
he would inquire into the matter. 
In this matter of allowing architects 
to carry on private work, 
Board of Works had followed the 


adopted in Great Britain in order that the 
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experience gained would enable them the 


better to work for a public department. His 
Department had taken the line that the 
practice should not be encouraged, and for 
the last couple of years they had been bring- 
ing pressure to bear on the parties concerned 
not to carry out the practice to the same 
extent as formerly. 

In the case of new architects it was made a 
hard and fast rule eg od should not 
undertake private work. the ease of the 
old officials the Department did not feel 
rac in pressing them to the same extent. 
f any deputy or other responsible person 
called attention to a definite breach of regula- 
tions, he promised to have the matter givén 
the fullest consideration. 

The Vote was carried by 80 votes to 553. 

On a further division the House by 79 
votes to 53 voted the sum of £262,150 to 
complete the sum necessary in respect of 
public buildings, maintenance of certain parts 
of public works and certain drainage elt

The Dawes Plan. 


Negotiations. still. are in progress con- 
cerning the establishment of an Allied- 
German expert committee to investigate 
the whole problem of reparations, and to 
decide finally how much, and by what in- 
stalments, Germany must pay to the 
Allies. The German Government takes the 
view that the committee should be com- 
posed of independent’ experts who will not 
be responsible to the Governments of the 
countries which they represent, but will be 
in a position to give a completely un- 
prejudiced report on Germany’s capacity 
to pay. This question is likely to be 
decided within the next few days; for all 
the Allies are agreed that the appointment 
of some committee is necessary. In the 
meanwhile, however, three claims have 
been staked. Great Britain insists 
that she must receive from her con- 
tinental debtors at least as much as 
she is compelled to pay to the United 
States. Belgium insists that she must get 
at, Jeast 4,000,000,000 marks compensation 
in respect of currency which was issued by 
Germany during her occupation of the 
Kingdom ; and France will not be content 
with anything less than a sum which will 
cover her war debts, as well as her ex- 
pendifure on the reconstruction of her 
devastated regions. The present annuity 
which is being paid by Germany under the 
Dawes’ scheme is £125,000,000. She now 
declares that she is willing to pay 
£100,000,000, and ihe French Government 
seems to. be, willing to compromise at 
£110,000,000, which, it contends, is 


equivalent to a net sum of £100,000,000, 


as at least £10,000,000 will be needed for 
the cost of collection. At present the 
cost of collection of: the Dawes annuity 
amounts to nearly £15,000,000. The service 
of the Dawes loan costs - £4,500,000; 
arrears of United States Army occupation 
costs come to £2,750,000, and some 
£8,000,000 are absorbed every year by the 
costs of Allied occupation of the Rhine- 
land. and the personnel of the Dawes Com- 
mission. 

On the assumption that the new annuity 
will be fixed at the French figure of 
£110,000,000, the French Government 
must secure the ratification of both the 
Mellon-Bérenger and the Churchill- 
Caillaux agreements concerning France’s 
debts to the United States and. Great 
Britain. The Allies’ payments to the United 
‘States will be at their lowest in 1930, when, 
‘between them, they will be required to 
pay £43,000,000 to the Washington 
Exchequer. Of this sum Britain will pay 
|no-less than . £33,000,000. - When the 
}claims of the United States have been 
»gatisfied, therefore, £67,000,000, less costs

This-process was envisaged 
in the Balfour Note, and in the long run 
it may prove to be the most satis- 
factory way out of the difficulty. But for 
the fact that the United States Treasury 
insists on payment of Europe's debts to 
the full, the whole business might have 
been settled long ago. Britain does not 
wish to make any profit on the trans- 
action ; in fact, she already has sustainea 
a heavy loss. The United States, however, 
holds the key to the situation, and, if 
Germany must continue to pay huge 
annual sums for the next sixty or seventy 
years, Washington will be the only 
beneficiary. 


The Royal Dublin Society. 

It is announced to-day that the Royal 
Dublin Society has laid plans for. the 
celebration, in the year 1931, of the bi- 
centenary of its foundation. In that year 
the Society will hold a large exhibition of 
Irish art industries, and generous prizes 
will be awarded to competiturs whose work 
is considered to excel. The contemplated, 
celebrations will be of the highest national 
importance. Irishmen, as the Free State 
Minister for Lands and Agriculture said 
on Wednesday, have developed a 
dangerous habit of mind that looks to the 
State for aid in every undertaking. 
Forgetting that the State substantially 1s 
nothing save themselves, and that what- 
ever monies the State expends on their 
behalf must come out of their own pockets 
in the form of taxation, Irish farmers 
appeal for Government action whenever 
any reform is seen to be necessary. They 
ask the State to mend their roads, to 
drain their fields, to train their sons, to 
build their byres, to compensate them for 
seasonal lossses, and almost to sow and 
to reap their crops’ ‘The splendid 
energies of private enterprise and the 
wholesome dislike of bureaucratic inter- 
ference to which England owes so much of 
her success in the many walks of life are 
sadly to seek in our own island. One 
great exception to this deficiency is repre- 
sented by the Royal Dublin Society. Here 
is one private institution of long standing 
and of fruitful service. Here is one con- 
spicuous proof that Irishmen can organise 
and carry out, without “State assistance, 
large works of edueation and—to quote 
the original terms of the Society s pur- 
pose—‘ improvement of all kinds.” For 
nearly two centuries he best brains of 
the nation have contributed to the 
Society 's activities, and }it has been said 
with justice that “to skpteh the work of 
the Society would invólye writing the 
hstory of the progress of science, art and 
industry in Ireland.” . i 

It was in the summer i the year 1731 
that fourteen men met in the rooms of the 
Philosophical Society of Tyinity College, 
Dublin, and brought the Riyal Dublin 
Society into being. Bwenfy-five years 
passed ere the Society ‘wis sufficiently 
prosperous to acquire premides of its own, 
but even in the year ajteryits foundation 
it performed.a remarkable onk. In 1732 
it founded a botanical gardgngfrom which 
the present gardens at Glisnevin are 
derived.

Colour in History. 


In his lecture to the British Academy, 
on Wednesday, Mr. H. A. L. Fisher made, 
as we think, a convincing defence of 
prejudiced historians. Of course he had in 
mind only the great historians; for in 
dull writers prejudice becomes. an addi- 
tional vig. Mr. Fisher’s point was that, 
when a historian has learning, imagina- 
tion, the dramatic sense and a brilliant 
style, the effect of his work is not marred 
indeed, may be heightened—by touches 
of honest prejudice. The subject of the 
lecture was “ The Whig Historians,”’ and 
much of it was concerned with Macaulay, 
to whom his enemies have attributed that 
least defensible sort of prejudice which 
springs from political partisanship, . This 
charge, as Mr. Fisher shows, is unjust. 


dices were the fruit of his reeociou 
childhood. They may have bha séin, 
but the interests of later years did ‘not 
affect them: ““what he felt about Oliver 
Cromwell at ten he felt about him at| 
fifty.” In the next place, although he 
was an ardent Whig, Macaulay’s strong 
likes and dislikes were inspired less by 
his political views than by his nature. He 
admired certain qualities; he loathed 
others, finding them equally undesirable 
in Whig and Tory ; and his feelings were 
not abated by his distance in time from 
the object. Among the things which he 
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loathed were morbidity, mysticism, ill- 
balanced zeal and all forms of religious 
excess. Kor these reasons, rather than in 
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pursuit of a political purpose, he casti- 
gated Laud and denounced the gloomy 
intolerance of the Puritans. If his account 
of the Stuart times had -been less preju- 
diced, it might have been more accurate, 
‘but probably it would have been, in the 
great essentials, less true and less 
instructive. Although Johnson's friend, 
Bathurst, hated a Whig, he and Johnson 
had one quality in common with the most 
famous of Whig historians—they were 
“ very ‘haters.”’ ‘Through his. gift 
of loving and hating Macaulay put living 
men and women on a stage which other 
historians have peopled with marionettes. 
“ Beside “his lifelike pictures,” says Mr. 
Fisher, ‘‘ the figures who move across 
the pages of von Ranke are dim and 


bloodless phantoms.”

Many Inventions. 


Fifty years hence this generation may be 
known as. the age of pictures. There 
seems to be no limit to the popularity of 
pictures of every kind—still or moving, 
silent or talking. t the Savoy Hotel, 
London, on Tuesday, yet another triumph 
of science was recorded. A small, portable 
wireless set and an apparatus which had 
the appearance of a gramaphone received 
pictures from Daventry. A cylinder re- 
volved, and a needle began to dot out a 
portrait of the King in sepia, and after- 
wards a cartoon by Mr. Raven Hill, which 
the artist himself declared to be an 
excellent reproduction of the original. 
“Fultograph ’’. sets probably will be on 
sale to the general public within a short 
time. This invention will enable citizens 
not only to “ listen in,” but to" look in,’ 
if the phrase is permissible. Pictures will 
be a reguiar feature of the programmes 
from Daventry and from some of the chief 
stations on the Continent. A photograph 
of an -important public ceremony, 
hundreds of miles away, or of the finish 
of a horse race will be seen in remote 
farmhouses on the same evening. This 
new refinement of progress must not be 
confused with “television.” The “ Fulto- 
graph”’ transmits only ~ still-life ”’ 
subjects. The apparatus is said to be 
“ fool-proof,” and it may be operated by 
the pressing of a button—a consoling 
thought for those to whom the ether is a 
profound mystery. The restless ingenuity 
of man makes the fables and romances of 
one generation the «prosaic reutine of 
another. What can be more prosaic than 
a post office? One thing never can lose its 
thrill for any generation—a great 
dramatic or musical performance, of which 
nothing essential has been lost by 
mechanical. transmission. “ Broadcasting ”’ 
and other modern devices have their 
merits, but they do not excite people as 
much as ‘‘the wonderful, the admirable 
Mr. Garrick’’ excited Fanny Burney's 
Evelina. “The fire, the animation, the 
ease, the grace of his performance put me 
in an ecstasy .. He was sublimely 
horrible! Good heavens! How he made 
me shudder whenever he appeared.’ 


OBITUARY. 


MR. W. L. COURTNEY. 


Mr. William “Leonard Courtney, editor of 
the Fortnightly Review, died yesterday at 
his London ‘residence, in his seventy-eighth 
year. He had been seriously ill for about a 
fortnight; and at the end-of last week his con- 
dition became critical. 

An. accomplished scholar and critic, Mr. 
Courtney was a versatile and entertaining 
man of letters. . Youngest son of the late 
William Courtney, of the Indian Civil Service, 
he was bern at. Poona, India. He was edu- 
cated at Somersetshire College, Bath, and 
University Collegé, Oxford, where he was 
Scholar in 1868, first-class in the first. public 
examination, 1870, and First Class in Greats, 
1872. In that year also he was elected Fellow 
of Merton College. For two or three years 
hé was Headmaster of Somersetshire College 
(his old school), and in 1876 he was elected 
Fellow of New College. 

Literature and journalism soon claimed 
him as their own. His early bent was 
hilosophical. In 1879 he published “ The 
Metaphysics of John Stuart Mill,” and it was 
followed within the next few years by 
“Studies in Philosophy,’”’ ‘‘ Constructive 
Ethics,” ‘‘ Studies, New and Old,” and a 
“ Life of John Stuart Mill” Courtney's 
next: literary role was that of playwright. 
His “Kit Marlowe’’ was produced at the 
St. James’s Theatre in 1895. From drama 
to dramatic theory and criticism was a 
natural transition, and so in 1900 we find him 
 seese- ome “The Idea of Tragedy,’’ ‘* The 

evelopment of Maeterlinck,’’ ‘‘ The Feminine 
Note in Fiction,” “The Literary . Man 's 
Bible,” and “ The Bedside Bible,” give some 
notion of varied interests. 

Apart from these, however, he had edited 
Murray’s Magazine, ‘had been for many 
years the literary editor of the Daily Tele- 
graph, and contributed to its weekly literary 
pages a long series of entertaining’ essays, re- 
views and criticisms on a wide—indeed, an 
encyclopedic—range of subjects. All were 
fruitful in suggestion, rich in scholarship, 
and written with that light touch which 
makes pleasant reading.

The idea in Paris is that independent 
experts would be guided more by the 
capacity of Germany to pay than by the 
necessity of conserving French demands fo 
payment. It is now clear that the French 
insist that reparations’ shal] “be sufficien: 
to cover debts to England and the United 
States and the cost- of restorating devas 
tated territory. Insistence on these points 
would appear to make the possibility of 
an agreed settlement extremély ‘uncertain. 
Terhaps, thé French Government may 
issue a statement after the Counci! of 
Ministers has met to-morrow.

SUCCESSION DECIDED.

ATTEMPT ON - AIR SPEED 
“RECORD” TO-DAY. 


In order to obtain still greater speed 
with the super-marine Napier racing sea- 
plane on which Flight-Lieutenant D’Arcy 
Greig hopes to attempt the world’s speed 
“record” at Calshot to-day, alterations 
have been made to the installation in the 
‘plane of the 1,000 horse-power Napier 
engine to enable it to be run at the rate 
of four thousand revolutions a minute. 
“It is calculated that the increase of 
engine fevolutions will enable the sea- 
plane in its preliminary dive, before enter. 
ing the measured straight course, to attain 
the terrific speed of 420 miles an hour, or 
seven miles a minute.

ANCIENT MONUMENTS. 


An important Government decision was 
made known by the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Board of Works in his speech 
om the estimate for his office. “The 
Government can do very little to protect 
ancient monuments if it has not the force 
of public opinion behind it,” said Mr. 
Burke, “ but a bill to deal with the preser-

The Minister mentioned also that the 
original estimate for the rebuilding of the

At the Kells Circuit Court on Wednesday, 
before Judge St. L. Devitt, John Devine, of 
‘Tava, applied for a new licence for his 
premises at Tara. 

Mr. Walter Callan’ (instructed by Mr. 
Patrick Brannigan, solicitor, of Mr. P. 
Tallan’s office; Dingheda), in making the ap- 
plication, said that the licence was lost 
during the time that the house was run'b 
the applicant's mother, who was now dead. 
The house was situate just beside the Hiil 
of Tara, and in recent years there had -been 
an enormous development in the number of 
people visiting the place. These tourists 
were supplied with food by the mi 
but there was a demand for drink, which he 
was unable to supply. 


A WORLD-WIDE PETITION. 

John Devine, the applicant, swore that he 
lived beside the entrance gate leading to the 
Hill of Tara. There was a small village 
there. buí his. was the only business 
carried on. In the last couple of 
vears hundreds were coming to visit 
Tera; they came by motor and char-a-banc, 
mostly from Dublin. They stayed on the Hill 
about half an hour, and then they went on 
to Navan, five miles away. The nearest 
heensed house was threo and a half miles 
away. The people that came to his place 
got tea arid light refreshments, and many 
asked for whiskey and other drinks, which 
he could not supply. He produced a petition 
signed by people from all parts of the world 
asking that a licence might be granted. 

In cross-examination by Superintendent 
Kellv, the witnéss said that there were three 
public-houses in Kilmessan, which was about 
three miles away. ‘There were two public- 
houses in Skryne. 

Superintendent -hKelly—I suggest 
Skrvne is only about two mies away.

confident of ultimate success, the Prime 
Minister is leaving nothing to chance. 
In his address to the Ulster: Women’s 
Unionist Council at the beginning of the 
week Lord Craigavon glanced prophetic- 
ally into the future and described some- 
thing in the nature of an Irish Utopia 
under the third ‘administration oí his 
Government, commencing in 1930. “It is 
a pleasant picture. During that .happy 
period the Empire flag is, fo) fly over the 
new parliamentary buildings and Royal 
Courts of Justice; land purchase is to be 
completed, and the “drainage of Dough 
Neagh and the River Bann is to. be 
accomplished ; farmers ‘are to be relieved 
largely of rates on land and buildings, 
and thousands of houses are to be built 
for the working ‘classes, while industry 
is to-be assisted, better scheols are to be 
built, and many other improvements made 
in social conditions. 
The prospect» ef such a far-reaching 
scheme stirs the imagination, but it seems 
almost too good to be possible. Everyone, 
however, will wish the Premier success 
in his ambitious programme should it. be 
his destiny to carry it out as head of the 
Administration. The reverse side of the 
picture drawn by him is not so cheering 
from the Unionist standpoint. . He 
warned the people against risking the 
integrity of the party by bringing forward 
proposals of an impracticable nature, and 
pointed out that the danger confronting 
them of allowing. «a “combination - of 
Republicans; Nationa’ists, sd-called Inde- 
pendents, Radicals and Socialists to 
capture a majority of seats was Just as 
real and momentous as in the days of old. 


A DOLEFUL PROSPECT. 


The subject was also discussed by Sir 
Dawson Bates, Minister of Home Affairs, 
on Tuesday night, and he expressed the 
anxiety of the Unionist leaders when he 
said that, if they lost seven seats, the 
Government. must resign. If that con- 
dition of affairs was brought about, -he 
declared, the result would. be that Ulster 
would go under a united Parliament in 
Dublin; for that “was the policy the 
Nationalists stood for and the Liberals 
stood for, and once they were merged in 
the Free State, there would be no way of 
getting out again.

ADDRESS BY DR. DOUGLAS 
HY DE. 

Dr. Douglas Hyde addressed’ a meeting of 

the Civil Service Gaelic 

Society last night at 6 Harcourt street, 

Dublin, 

The ‘Chairman was Sean O Catháin, who 
welcomed Dr. “Hyde as the man to whose 
efforts ‘some forty years ago and down to 
the present the revival of the Irish language 
was mainly#due. 

THE ADDRESS. 

Dr. Hyde's address was entitled a review 
of the history of the language for nearly 
four Buadred years. He said that up to 
the year 1600 there was no person in 
Ireland who did not speak Irish. From 
that time, throagh the machinations 
of the. Government of Queen Elizabeth 
‘the language was losing ground until it was 
almost. dead, except im small areas in the 
West and South, where during all these cen- 
tures nothing else but Irish was spoken, In 
1825 the. Commissioners of Education reported 
to the British Parliament that there were a 
large number of people in Irelang who did 
not know a word of Irish, and ten years 
afterwards (1835) a German wrote a book in 
which he stated that there were four millions 
of people in Ireland who used Irish as their 
ordinary medium of conversation. : 

Within his own memory Dr. Hyde found 
numbers of people Jeaving via Drogheda 
to work at the harvest in England who 
spoke only Irish, He glanced at the 
work of Eugene O’Curry, O'Neill Russell, 
O' Dontyan, Dr. Todd and others in the cause 
of the language. In 1840 the Archaeological 
aud Celtic Society was established, and they 
published thirty books in the language. Later 
on there followed the Gaelic Union, .and, 
finally the Gaelic League, which was founded 
in 1893 by a meeting of friends of the lan- 

vage, whick was held in a room in Lower 

‘Connel] street, Dublin. The late Father 
{)'Growney, who did much for the. revival, 
was seventeen years of age before he knew 
that there was any language but English 
spoken in Ireland, 

A: .present the Gaelic Leacue had its 
weekly paper, and many books in Irish were 
being “published, and even Trinity College 
had been converted to the movement. so that 
. the laliguage was once more taking firm root 
in the land. 

On the motion of Mr, George McNicholls, 
seconded by Mr. J. J. yle, a hearty vote 
of thanks was accorded to Dr, Hyde.

THE BANN DIFFICULTIES, 


The negotiations in connection with the 
scheme for the drainage of the River 
Bann are still pursuing their dreary 
course, and it seems as if they will be 
never-ending. . The question of expense is 
the great deterrent. From time to time 
the prospects for a settlement appear to 
be quite rosy, and then something crops 
up which raises fresh difficulties, and the 
whole question has to be considered de 
nove. The Government has stated the con- 
ditions under which it is prepared-to give 
a grant of two-thirds of the cost, these 
being in the form of a sliding scale affect- 
ing -the flooded zone; the saturated. dis- 
tricts and the catchment area; atid some 
of the local authorities are content with 
that arrangement, but others are not. As 
five counties are affected in a greater or 
smaller degree, it has been suggested in 
some quarters that the project should be 
a national one, but the Government is 
not prepared to accept such a proposal. 
The subject was reconsidered this week 
by the Armagh County Council, and Mr. 
Cowdy, D.L., moved the rejection of the 
official scheme, stating that for the past 
two centuries there had been Government 
plans for the drainage, but they had all 
been too heavily weighted. He was sup- 
ported by Mr. Hardy, J.P., who expressed 
the opinion that the main object of the 
Government was to provide a reservoir for 
the suggested hydro-electric undertaking, 
notwithstanding the guarded statements 
made by the Thee Minister. It was 
finally decided that the Government scheme 
should be approved, provided that the 
area of charge was a flat rate for the five 
counties concerned. This is tantamount 
to rejection, unless the Government re- 
considers its rating proposals, arid it is 
hardly likely to do that. The banks of 
the Bann, famous in song and story, are 
still as interesting as they were when 
O'Donnell .and his gallowglasses made 
history in the North. ! 


A NOVEL PREDICAMENT. 


An awkward. situation for the Govern- 
ment has arisen in connection with the 
debate in the House of Commons regard- 
ing the resolution.expressing dissatisfac- 
tion with the attitude of the Cabinet 
towards ex-Service men employed in the 
Civil Service, which was moved by Colonel 
Woods, D.8.0. It was pointed out that 
the Government had not kept “step by 
step’ with the Imperial authorities in 
this matter, and Colonel Woods said that 
the Northern Government should not be 
so base as to stand apart from the splendid 
attitude taken up by Great Britain. The 
complaint is that the Government is not 
sufficiently generous in filling permanent 
non-pensionable posts with ex-Service men 
who had been asked to go ‘‘ step by step ” 
with Great Britain from 1914 to 1918, but 
are now neglected to a large extent. Major 
Shillington also thought that the Govern- 
ment, of which he is a strong supporter, 
should have followed the Imperial Govern- 
ment in the matter. : 
In his reply the Minister of Finance 
said that they had done more for the 
ex-Service men than the British Govern- 
ment, and explained that the percentage 
of ex-Service temporaries in Great Britain 
was 58, while in Northern Ireland it was 
60, and there was no bar to appointments 
through war disability. After some further 
debate, the question was put, and as there 
was no dissent from the Government 
benches, the Speaker declared the resolu- 
tion carried. ~ The Minister of Finance, 
however, refused to accept the motion, and 
the Prime Minister said that the ern- 
ment would stand by Mr. Pollock’s state- 
ment, The question now resolves itself 
into the Gilbertian situation that, 
although the House of Commons has ash

NEW BRI DGE OF SIGHS ? 


A peculiar ‘situation has arisen in con- 
nection: with the’ proposed new bridge to be 
built across ‘the River Foyle at London- 
derry, for which the Northern Government 
has promised,a grant of half a million 
pounds. . The existing Carlisle bridge has 
un open span which. permits shipping to 
pass through.into Free State territory, and 
the Donegal County. Council is anxious 
that similar: provision should be made in 
the new structure; as otherwise this. im- 
portant waterway would be closed to them 
for all time. ‘Plans fora bridge are now 
being prépared, ‘and it is unthinkable that 
anything should be done with the consent 
of the Northern Government to injure the 
people of the neighbouring county. 
Probably the fears of the Donegal Council

As predicted in this column, many 
months ago, When silence on the subject 
seemed to be. the golden rule, the Liberal 
Party of Great, Britain has decided to con- 
test a “lare® proportion’’ of the parlia- 
mentary seats in Northern Ireland, both 
for the tial and. U!ster constituencies. 
It is 4 momeitous decision for the six- 
county area, . ‘The speech made by Sir 
Herbert Samuel in Belfast last night, 
when he announced the policy of his 
party, had credited favourable impression 
by its *mdteration, nd it is certain to re- 
ceive careful Gonsileration from thought- 
ful men. His references to the maintain- 
ing of old hafreds, the reviving of out- 
“worn “hostilities, and the fostering of- 
sectarian rancour to ‘keep Irishmen 
divided, have at. least: some grounds to 
support them. They have the sad history 
of Ireland, North and South, to prove 
them. The reply of officialdom to all 
criticisms....dinected. at, the existing 
régime is that the Liberal Party was 
always hostile to Ulster, and always will 
be its enemies, seeking to destroy its 
integrity and constitution, and to bring 
the State under dhe domination of Dublin. 
Generally speaking, Mr. Lloyd George 
is an extremely unpopular figure in 
Northern Ireland; yet Liberalism used to 
be a powerful force throughout the pro- 
vince, and it still has many adherents. It 
will be many years, however, before the 
new organisation can hope to gain the 
influence of the old-time Ulster Liberals, 
whose earnesiness and purity of purpose 
even the most extreme Unionists 
were able to admire. The  forth- 
coming elections in the North should prove 
of absorbing interest to the student oí 
politics. Thé contest between so many 
conflicting interests will he severe, but the 
Prime Minister is confident of victory.

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TRADES COUNCIL 
PLEDGES SUPPORT. 
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The strike of employés of the Belfast ’Bus 
Company, which began at midnight on 
Thursday, has not been settled, and, at a 
meeting of the strikers last night, the 
organiser of the Amalgamated ‘Transport 
Union stated that the strike would continue 
until they had achieved their object. Before 
long, he said, 100 per cent. of their members 
would be on strike.

Yesterday morning the services of the com- 
pany in Belfast were entirely suspended, but 
in outlying districts skeleton services were 
run with the aid of men who had not joined 
the strikers. 

At Newtownards the majority of the com- 
pany’s drivers refusel to. work the ‘buses, 
but later members of the company’s staff, 
controllers and others, offered their services, 
and a restricted service was made pdssible. 

The Northern Ministry of Labour, while 
not actually intervening, were kept informed 
of all phases of the dispute ee: 

The company employ five hundred men in 
the working of the ’buses, and of these 350 
are said to be on strike.

The manager of the. ‘bus. service, Mr. 
Jolliffe, stated that a very. serious situation 
had ariser by the” opening’ of an omnibus 
service; within the city in opposition :o the 
Corporation’ undertaking. This opposition 
threatened to undermine the | municipal 
service in that it ran partly over the Cor- 
poration route; but of even more consequence 
was the fact that it traversed districts which 
were previously very remunerative feedevs to 
the Corporation service. Furthermore, all 
profits accrued by the opposition seryice went 
Out of the city; wiitreas“all profits ‘or the 
Corporation undertaking went to the benefit 
of the local ratepayers and the city generally. 


TO COMBAT OPPOSITION, 

If this opposition was to be combated ihe 
best means to do so would be to obtain tes 
twenty-four seater omnibuses to run over 
certain new routes. 

Councillor McCerkell said that he had never 
listened to such a confession of failure. The 
buying of new "buses now would be panicky 
action, and he protested against it. He 
moved that the matter be referred to the 
‘Bus Committee for proper consideration. 

Councillor Anderson (Chairman of the ’Bus 
Committee) complained that the reduction of 
the fares had been made at a hole-and-corner 
meeting on the street, and if this policy were 
continued he would resign the chairmanship.

THE SUPPLY OF CLERGY, 


SCRIPTURE IN THE 
SCHOOLS, 
Ko have anita 
The Bishop of Derry and Raphoe (Right 


rev. Dr. Peacocke) presided at the annual 
meeting of the Diocesan Synod in Derry. 

In his Presidential address Dr. Peacocke 
said that the year, on the whole, had been 
one of peaceful quiet, in which they had 
been able to get on with their business, both 
secular and spiritual, without serious inter- 
ruption. The signing of the Peace Pact he 
regarded as an event tending towards the 
restoration and strengthening of that good- 
will which must be at the foundation of all 
lasting prosperity. It might prove to be one 
of the longest steps forward that the world 
had ever taken. 

After having referred to their losses through 
death during the past vear, he said that the 
diocese now was beginning 4o ieel the 
shortage of clergy. He was glad to know 
that the number of young men entering the 
Divinity School of Trinity College, Dublin— 
their principal source. of supply—was larger 
this year than it had been for many years; 
but it was still inadequate. He would urge 
on parents and all seriously minded young 
men the opportunity that the Ministry pre- 
sented for a useful and successful life’s work. 


CONFIRMATIONS. .. 

This year, he went on, has been the year of 
my trieninal Confirmations in Raphoe Diocese, 
and 1 think the results, speaking from the 
statistical point of view, are distinctly cheer- 
ing. I have now made the round of the 
parishes there for this purpose five times, 
and the numbers confirmed on each occasion 
vary wonderfully little. They were greatest in 
the first year, 1916—viz., 637. They sank down 
to 599 in 1922, and they have risen on both 
occasions since, and this year they have 
reached 624, only 13 less than twelve years 
ago. Evidently our Church ‘people are still 
holding their own in Donegal. 

Continuing, Dr. Peacocke said that he was 
able. to announce at last that the Revised 
Prayer-book was in use in all their churches. 
There was surely good reason to thank God 
that while the English Church was rent 
asunder over the revision of thé Prayer-book, 
the Irish General Synod had been able to 
put forward book that had been accepted 
and approved by their whole Church.

Francis Dispensary, being held in the Dawson 
Hall, 42 Dawson street, Dublin, was opened 
yesterday by Lady Eva Forbes, who paid a 
tribute to the work done at the dispensary 
and to the enthusiasm and devotion of Miss 
Taylor, hon, secretary, and the Committee.

LIGHT ON THE BOARD'S LETTER. 


From THE ' EINANCIAL News,” 

' Last week the Marconi Irish Shareholders’ 
Association asked us to publish their state- 
ment that they ' had under consideration a 
reply from the board, dealing with the divi- 
sion of shares in the proposed Merger Coth- 
pany, and also a fairly full statement giving 
clear indications of proposals,’’ and that 
they considered that the 10s. shareholders 
would find that they had been fairly treated 
when the proposals had been circulated by 
the Merger Company. 

We suggested that if one group of share- 
holders had been admitted to such pri- 
vileged (and unusual) intimacy in the board’s 
counsels, they might have earned the grati- 
tude of the rest by publishing at least a 
summary of the “fairly full statement,” as 
well as the conclusions they had drawn from 
it. We suggested also that the whole thing 
might be no more than a counter-display of 
force in answer to the formation of the £1 
Preference Shareholders’ Committees. 

We understand now, on the best. of 
authority, that the £1 and Preference Share- 
holders’ Committees have, after two in- 
quiries, been sent a copy of the Board’s 
letter to the Trish Shareholders’ Association. 
It contained nothing of any interest whatso- 
ever. : 

It was, in fact, nothing more than a 
repetition of the old ‘‘ fair and equitable ”’ 
yambit, which, even if it caused a satisfactory 
stir when it was first produced, is by now 
rather worn out. 

So the Marconi Board have the Irish Share- 
holders’ Association to thank for an amount 
of criticism which they had really done 
nothing to deserve. But by what system 
of deduction did the Irish shareholders con- 
clude from a repetition of what has already 
been said, that what had been doubtful be- 
fore was now “ very satisfactory?’ And if 
the Board’s letter to them included nothing 
that was not already known, why did they 
give it as a reason for publishing their re- 
solution that it was of great importance to 
a very large number of shareholders ?"’

PROSPECTS FOR BRITISH TRADE. . 

The “economic supplement to “ British 
Industries,” the organ of the British Trade 
Federation, in its ona of trade for the 
fourth guarter:ef 1928, says that the outlook 
continues unsettled, but with the prospect of 
improvement in the new year. The dominant 
factor responsible for this unsettlement con- 
tinues to be the international monetary situa- 
tion. At the time the fast ‘ig oma was 
written the New York Federal Reserve Bank 
had just raised its rate for the third time in 
six months in a fruitless attempt to check 
New York Stock Exchange speculation, but, 
as we anticipated, with no better success than 
before. The latest available information sug- 
gests that no further action will be taken 
until after the Presidential election, if then, 
by which time, fortunately, the seasonal 
pressure on our exchange in connection with 
the financing of European crop purchases, 
which this year has mainly been done in 
London, should be t the maximum. In 
addition the sales’ of sterling balances by 
France and their exchange into, marks, which 
is responsible for much of the present outflow 
of gold to Germany, should be brotght to an 
end by the repayment of her quota of crop 
bills. Looking to the future, there are many 
indications that the Bank of England may 
soon be in a sufficiently strong position to 
exercise something more nearly approaching 
her pre-war. freedom of action. We anticipate, 
Therefore, that from now onwards the actions 
of the New York Federal Reserve Bank will 
become of less consequence: so much so that, 
unless there is an abnormally drastic restric- 
tion of credit in America, there is no reason 
why the new year should not see a consider- 
able easing of our internal monetary position, 
accompanied even by a reduction in the Bank 
rate. We donot, however, look for any 
change in the present level of industry until 
the next few critical weeks have been safely 
surmounted,

Australia can now realise that England's 
attack is by no means so weak as was at 
first thought, and her chances in the forth- 
eoming test matches are now considered to 
be much brighter. 

Woodfull, who carried his bat for 66, gave 
a remarkable exhibition of patient cricket. It 
was a true captain's knock, played im very 
discoeraging circumstances. Prior to the 
start the rival captains, Chapmen and 
Wovodfull, held a conference in tp to the 
conditions of play. The English skipper was 
anxious that Victoria should have the ad- 
vantage of playing entirely under the con- 
ditions prevailing in Austraha, and it was 
agreed that the whole wicket should be 
covered, and that if either side held a lead of 
150 on the first innings, they could declare 
at any time after the first day. 

Staples, who js still indisposed, stood down 
from the English side, thus bringing in Ley- 
land, while H. Eberling, one of the reserves, 
replaced E. L. A. Beckett, the young Mel- 
bourne University bowler, in the Victorian 
eleven. 

The weather was cloudy and pleasantly 
cool when Woodfull, afier beating Chapman 
in the toss, opened. Victoria’s innings him- 
self, with Ponsford, to the bowling of Lar- 
wood and Tate before a moderate attendance. 
EARLY THRILLS. 

There was a thrill in the first over, Pons- 
ford making a lucky’ snick off Larwood just 
wide of Freeman at third slip.

GAME PRESERVATION. 

During a discussion on the Game Preserva. 
lion Bill, as amended, an amendment was 
passed providing that only a ten shilling 
licence, instead of a £3 licence, is necessary 
for shooting snipe. : 

Mr. McHugh (Nationalist) said that the 
Government's only interest in the Game Bill 
was the preservation of game for a certain 
class. Not one voice was raised in the 
interest of the farmer, and yet when members 
of the Government Party mounted a platform 
they told them how interested they were in 
the welfare of the farmer. Those who went 
about shooting game should pay for deing 
so, and he knew of cases where men shot 
came with a ten shilling licenee. 
plained of the difficulty of ascertaining

No one is 
alowed to drive a public vehicle unless he is 
properly licensed, and before one can get a 
licence he must go through a strict medical 
and efficiency test. If the hon. member 1s 
aware of the law being broken and brings +o 
my notice any specific case I will have it 
investigated by the police, and also I will 
want to know why the Jaw has been broken, 

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent)—It is 
the duty of the officers of the Home Office to 
do that. 

Sir Dawson Bates—Certain allegations have 
ben made against. the Home Office. and | 
deny them. If any specific case is submitted 
1 will investigate it. 


INSURANCE LENEFITS.

Referring to that portion of the review ia 
which it was stated that a disproportionate 
part of the preface and notes of “ Londubh 
an Chairn had been used as a medium oí 
“broadcasting ” the merits of the editors and 
the general excellence of the family of one 
of them, Mr. Bewley put it to the witness: 
You agree you have given a number oi 
details ’—Yes; but he had no right to use the 
word “hroadeasting.”’ The offence lay in 
that word. 

Do you object to his saying there was 
“mutual adulation’’?—I had to say where 
I got all the tradition from. 

You would prefer the words “ well-merited

Mr. Justice Hanna—If you do not speak 
well of each other, you cannot very well 
expect anyone else to do it.

THE PRACTICE OF TAXING 


MASTERS. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
action in which Peter Kavanagh 
was plaintiff and Michael Murphy and 
anothey defendants, a motion on behalf of the 
defendants was heard by way of objections 
to the taxation of the plaintiff's costs, ' 

Mr, Sainsbury, who, with Mr. Denning, 
K.C. (instructed by My. W. J. M. Coulter), 
appeared for the defendants, said that the 
plaintiff had recovered the sum of £150 
damages in an action for personal injuries, 
which sum was within the jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Court, but the Taxing Master had 
taxed costs upon a wrong basis. The plain- 
tiff was not entitled to more cósta than 
he would have received had the proceedings 
been commenced by ordinary civil bill in the 
Circuit Court, and the Taxing Master had 
misdivected himself in assuming that an order 
of the Supreme Court, reversing an order 
made by Mr. Justice Hanna transferring the 
action to the Circuit Court, entitled the 
plainteff to High Court costs, less 354 per 
cent. off professional charges. The costs had 
been ‘taxed, and the ‘axing Master in his 
report said that the Taxing Masters of the 
High Court, and not the County Registrars, 
were the proper persons to tax High Court 
costs. There was no schedule of fees fixed 
in the Circuit Court, and it had, therefore, 
been the practice of Taxing Masters when 
taxing costs in actions tried in the High 
Court, when the amount did not exceed £300, 
to tax the eosts on the High Court scale, 
less 534 per cent., and, to allow the business 
to proceed, in the absence of a scale fixed 
by Cirevit Court Rules, the Masters fixed 
this as a reasonable and proper scale 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Gavan Duffy 
(instructed by Messrs. Reddin and Reddin), 
appeared for the plaintiff, supported the 
Taxing Master’s report, and said that, in 
the absence of rules, the Taxing Master was 
entitled to tax the costs on a reasonable 
basis. he Supreme Court had held that this 
was an action fit to be tried in the High 
Court, and it was so tried, and the plaintiff 
was awarded by the jury a sum of £150, 
and judgment was entered for the plaintiff, 
with costs. This meant costs in accordance 
wita the scale of the Court delivering the 
judgment, which was the High Court, and, 
therefore, the costs were properly taxed on 
the High Court scale. . Order 28, Rule 2, of 
the High Court Rules, which required an 
order as to costs, had been complied with 
by the judgment of the trial judge. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the Taxing Master was 
bound to mn} the ‘costs upon the basis of the 


costs which would have been allowed in. the 
Cireuit Court. The Taxing Master attempted 
to ascertain this amount, and the question 
was: did he proceed on a proper principle’ 
Was the one-third deduction from professional 
charges a proper attempt by the Taxing 
Master to ascertain what costs would have 
been recoverable in the Circuit Court? He 
did not think that that was a proper rule to 
apply in every case regardless of the amount 
recovered, as it was too fixed and arbitrary. 
The rule should be what costs would have 
beén recovered in the particular case. He 
accordingly allowed the appeal, and returned 
the bill to the Taxing Master to tax the 
costs, so as te ascertain in this particular 
case what reasonable costs would have been 
yecovered by the plaintiff had he brought 
this action in the Cirenit Court. He would 
not go into details of the bill, as his function 
merely was to settle the question of principle.

DUBLIN MERCHANTS' APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN,) 

The hearing coneluded of the appeal by 
the defendants in the case of Bissett v. 
Thomas Heiton and Company, Limited, coal 
merchants, of Dublin, from a judgment fo. 
£1,200 damages entered by Mr. Justice 
O’ Byrne, on the findmgs of the jury at the 

trial in the High Cowrt. 

The action was brought- by Mrs. Mary 
Bissett, of 11 York terrace, Ringsend, Dublin, 
on behalf of herself and four iniant childrei, 
under Lord Campbell's Act, to recover 
damages for the death of her husband, James 
Bissett, labourer, in the employment of the 
defendants. The deceased man, it appeared, 
was assisting in the unloading of a coal cargo 
in the hold of a vessel in the Custom House 
Dock, when, through the breaking of a wire 
rope, he was struck by a coal tub, and 
fatally injured, and died in hospital shortly 
aiterwards. 

It was alleged that the accident was due 
to the negligence of the defendants with 
respect to the condition and testing of the 
machinery and gear used in the unloading of 
the vessel. The defendants denied negligence 
in every respect, and alleged contributory 
negligence on the part of the deceased man. 

The jury found that the rope was defective ; 
that the defendants knew, or ought to have 
known by the exercise of reasonable care, that 
it was defective; that they were negligent in 
failing to supply proper rope and in failing 
to see that the apparatus was properly used, 
and also in failing to employ competent 
workmen, 

The grounds of the appeal were that there 
was no evidence to support the findings of the 
jury, and that the damages were excessive,

Two light aeroplanes arrived at Baldannel 
Aeredrome, County Dublin, yesterday, . They 
have been bought for private ownership. 

One of the aeroplanes, which is the pro- 

‘ty of the Irish Aero Club, was flown by 
Colonel J. €.. Fitzmaurice, D.F.C., who had 
as a passenger Mr, C. E. McConnell. The 
second ‘plane, owned by Mr. A. G. Mitchell, 
Dunboyne, was piloted by Captain ”. 
Crossley. Mr. Mitchell was a passenger in 
his machine. 

The journey from Stranraer to Baldonncl 
was made non-stop in the reeord time of anc 
hour and twenty minutes, despite had generai 
weather conditions. The two pilets were 
helped by a favouring wind. Tt was raining 
at 11,45 a.m. when ‘hie two ‘planes arvived 
at the aeredrome, and yisibiity was poor. 
Among those present at the aerodrome to 
witness the arrival of the machines wore 
Coloicl C. Russell and Mr. J, J, Reddy, 
directors of the Irish Aero Club; Mrs. 
McConnell, Mr. Hagh Harpur, Mr. B. L, 
Vincent and Mr. 8. Mears, , 

BERLIN EXPERIENCES, 

Colonel Fitzmaurice was still suffering from 
the effects af the rather severe attack of 
influenza which he eontracted in his flight to 
Berlin. Speaking of his visit to the Inter- 
national Aerenautical Exhibition in Bertin, 
Colonel Fitzmaurice said that everywhere ho 
went on the Continent he had received a 
great welcome, The exhibition, he said, was 
the first commercial exhibition of its kind, 
and had served principally to exemplifv 
the progress and development that had taken 
place in recent years in commercial aviation. 
It was a proof also of the manner in which 
‘‘air-mindedness’’ gradually was becoming 
part and parcel of the daily lives of the 
people of the civilised worid, 

He had visited, in addition. a great German 
aircraft firm not far from Berlin, and there 
had seen a huye fifty-passenger aeroplane in 
course of censtruction. Describing this 
mammoth machine, Colonel Fitzmaurice said 
that the passengers would be accommodated 
in the wings, where there would be dining 
saloons and sleeping apartments. <A _ novel 
feature was the introduction of windows into the 


‘bottom of the passengers’ quarters, so that they 


could view the beauties of the passing land. 
scape or seascape, as the case may be, with- 
out any etraining of eyes or necks. A great 
advantage of this new type of passenger air- 
eraft consists in the fact that the powerful 
engines, with théir eeveral thousands of 
horse-power, are placed inside the wings, and 
if anything should go wrong with any of 
them they are easily accessible to the 
mechanics, and probably could be yepaired in 
mid-air. . Another progressive feature of this 
machine, Colonel Fitzmaurice explained, was 
that it would be fitted with gyroscopic auto- 
matic control. The gyroscope controlled the 
machine when in the air, maintained ite 
stability and direction, and all the pilot had 
to do was to see that everything was in order. 
This, he considered, was a big step forward 
in the construction of eafe and fool-proof air- 
craft for long-distanee passenger work, and 
was, in itself, a close approach to the practice 
of marine navigation. 

In many ways he had acquired a good deal 
of useful information as a result of his visit 
to Berlin. 

BAD WEATHER. 

Referring to the flight from London to 
Baldennel. Colonel Fitzmaurice said that they 
had struck one of the worst patches of bad 
weather he had had the ill-luck to 
meet at any time. He was forced down at 
Coventry in hall a gale, and again his 
flight from there to Manchester and Stran- 
raer was made in rain and storm. 

On arrival at Stranraer the weather con- 
ditions were so bad that they were unable 
to refuel their machines for the continuation 
of their flight to Ireland. ‘ It had been im- 
possible to continue the flight to Baldonnel 
until yesterday morning, and even then the 
flying conditions were by no means ideal. 
They were lucky to have had a favouring 
wind, and they flew from Stranraer across 
the Irish Sea to Donaghadee in fifteen 
minutes. Coasting along by the Mourne 
Mountains, the visibility was bad and the 
sky was heavily overcast. It was bitterly 
cold in the air. 

Mr. C. E. MeConnell, 
Trish Aero Club, who 
Fitgmaurice as passenger, said that he had 
enjoyed the trip from London very much, 
particularly the crossing from Stranraer. 

Mr. A. G. Mitchell, the owner of the 
second ‘plane, in which he flew as a pas- 
senger, said that he had enjoved the ex- 
perience. As regards the future use of his 
‘plane, Mr. Mitchell said that he had nothing 
definite in mind. He had bought the
